The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 30, line 1, delete "film" after "polymer" to clarify the claim language because 
there is no antecedent basis for "polymer film" in claim 21. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references cited in the previous Office Action and attached PTO-892 
herewith differ from the present claims in that the claims have a novel poljonerizable 
mixture comprising the components (A), (B) and (C), especially the component (C) has 1 
to less than 50% by weight based on the weight of the polymerizable mixture. The 
component C contains one or more monomers (C) having at least one mesogenic group 
having an aromatic double ring structure and with no group, which reacts substantially 
with the polymerizable functional groups of the monomers or oligomers of (A) and (B) 
during polymerization of the present polymerizable mixture. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
